JUNEAU, Alaska, (WP)—An_ intensive 
air search was ordered today for Pre- 
mier Mitchell Hepburn of Ontario and 
three other men who disappeared af- 
ter taking off in an amphibian plane 
from White Horse, Yukon territory, at. 
6:15 p. m. PST yesterday for Juneau. 

Aboard the plane with Hepburn were 
Bernard E. (Sell "Em Ben) Smith, a 
widely known New York City stock 
market operator; J. B. Bickell, mil- 
lionaire Toronto mining magnate, and 
James Towne, Toronto, pilot. 

The distance from White Horse to 
Juneau is 135 miles—most of it is des- 
olate, almost uninhabited rugged 
mountain country. The plane should 
have arrived by 8 p. m. PST. Stormy 
weather prevailed over the area when 
the plane took off. The ceiling was low 
and heavy rain was reported falling. 

Anxiety for safety of the party grew 
hourly. Several search pilots, however, 
pointed out the plane could have land- 
ed on any of numerous lakes along the 
routs, 

Airline bases at Skagway and Car- 
cross, Alaska, were ordered to begin im- 
mediate search. Authorization for the 
search was transmitted to Trans-Can- 
ada Airline officials in Montreal and 
from Bickell’s Toronto office. 

The Edmonton, Alta., office of Unit- 
ed Air Transport reported it contact- 
ed a radio station at White Horse and | 
learned the Hepburn party had defi- | 
nitely departed.

OFFIGIALS TEST 
STAATO-PLANE 


Ten Wear Oxygen Masks While 
Ship Soars To 19,500 Feet 
ln Transcontinental Hop 


SALT LAKE CITY ‘U’—Nine officials 
of the Northwest Airlines and a Mayo 
Clinic physician today resumed a cross 
country sub-stratisphere flight to Los 
Angeles, undertaken for the purpose of 
newly invented oxygen masks 

especially high altitude 


testing 
designed for 
flying. 

The plane took off 
Calif., at 9 a. m. today. 

The transport plane was flown from 
Minneapolis yesterday with passengers 
and crew wearing the masks, which 
were designed at the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn., by. Drs. Walter 
Boothby, Arthur Bulian and W. R. 
Lovelace. 

It was the first time the masks had 
been installed in a regular transport 
ship. 

Between Minneapolis and Billings 
the plane flew as high as 19,500 feet. 
Temperature outside at this altitude 
Was 15 degrees above zero, but in the 
ship temperatures and breathing con- 
ditions were normal, the experiments 
reported. 

“We have worked on the equipment 
for a vear.” said Dr. Lovelace. “Tests 
at Wright Field proved it will operate 
at altitudes ranging up to 35,000 feet. 
The tank on the plane will handle 36 
masks. It was originally developed for 
aviation but the masks have been used 
in the clinic to replace bulky oxygen
